Gifford Pinchot, who hi&s spent his life posing as 
the very flower of political purity, was the first to 
testify before the Senate committee which is investi- 
gating the financial aspects of the recent Pennsyl- 
vania primary. In that primary, Pinchot and two 
other millionaires, Vare and Pepper, conducted their

How the primary has failed as a method for nomi- 
nating candidates for judicial offices was discussed 
by Judge Walker of the Missouri Supreme Court at 
a bangiet of the State University’s curators. 

The fatal defect of that system, he said, was that

UT I simply can’t get exercise
